The East Coast Mail Service. 



It will havo been seen from our 'Parlia- 
mentary reports that the usual courao has 
been taken to urge upon the Dominion 
Government the necessity of subsidising 
a, mail steamer to run regularly on the 
East Coast. The practice of passing such 
recommendations at all in the Local 
Legislature has become the subject of 
animadrersion. It is contended by some, 
and, as it appears to us, not without a 
show of reason, that to do ao is to usurp 
tho functions of tho representatives of 
this Provinco |in tho Federal Parliament; 
and it is questioned how far such action 
■will promote tho objeot in view. On tho 
other hand, it is contended that, so far 
from being carried away by any footings 
of woak jealously about the usurpation of 
their funotions, tho Federal representa- 
Utos will gladly avail themselves of such 
backing as an expression of tho Local 
Legislature might bo presumed to afford 
in obtaining for the Provinca measures 
and concessions deemed needful andbono- 
ficial. It must be confessed that those 
who entertain tho latter view have formed 
a higher and moro flattering opinion of 
our Federal representatives than those 
•who aihero to the latter. And it appears 
to us to bo tho practical, common- sense 
view to take of the subject. Tho other 
point, as to how this class of pressure will 
bo rocoived at Ottawa, how far it ia likely 
to produco tho desirod effect, also invites 
romark. It is open to question how far 
one of the old Provinces would be justi- 
fied in rosorting to this sort of thing; but 
the excuse urged on behalf of the Pacific 
Provinco is^her newness aud tho small- 
nesa of her representation in proportion 
to territorial extent , the remoteness of tho 
Provinco, and the crudoness of tho rela- 
tions as yot ostablishod between this Pro- 
vince and tho Dominion. It is bolioved 
that, in view of thoso and cognate consi- 
derations, any proper recommendations 
proceeding from tho Provincial Legisla- 
ture will receive fitting consideration at 
Ottawa. But, then, this is a sort of thing 
very liable to abuse; and if it should bo 
found that sheaves of recommendations 
are rushed through with but little regard 
to the nature and exingencios of tho case, 
it is inevitable that such resolutions will 
tend to no more practical result than light- 
ing Federal fires and dulling Federal 
ears. In so far as tho particular caso bo- 
fore us ia concerned, there is another ex- 
cuse for the action taken. The District 
of Vancouver, especially interrosted in 
the matter alluded to, happens to bo re- 
presented by a |non-resident, a gentleman 
personally unfamiliar with tho constitu- 
ency. This circumstance constitutes an 
additional reason for the course adopted. 
Reverting to tho point form which we 
have digressed, the object is one which 
demands immediate attention, The time 
appears to have passed away when tho 
Government can bo altogether justified in 
running a steamer in direct competition 
with privata enterprise. Until recently 
there were valid reasons for performing 
the East Coast mail service by means of 
a Government stoamer; and there can 
be no doubt whatever that, although thn 
tariff of charges was never quite as liberal 
as it ought to have been, tho present 
comparatively prosperous condition of the 
various communities along the coast is in 
a great degree attributable to tho 
valuable services performed by tho 
staunch little steamer and her popular 
and efficient commander. But tho time 
has now come when private enterprise is 
quite ready to undertake the work. The 
commodious steamer Maude has now "been 
sufficiently long upon the route to demon- 
strate her fitness for the service; and there 
is every reason to believe that her owners 
would be prepared to enter into a con- 
tract whereby the public interest would 
be equally protected, without imposing 
any additional chargo upon tho Federal 
Treasury. Could the Government stoam- 
er contiuuo to mako regular trips to tho 
various coast settlements, and could the 
Maude be expected also to continue upon 
the route, thus giving the advantage of 
two steamers instead of one, the case would 
be very different, and we should then ap- 
pear to bo writing in tho interest of pri- 
vate parties, rather than in tho interest of 
the public. But neither of these propo- 
sitions can be maintained. The Govern- 
ment stoamer has boon frequently taken 
off on other sorvico during the pastyjear, 
and tho calls upon her for other services 
must continue to increase, thus rendering 
it impossible for her to do anything like 
justice to the interests along the coast. 
And it cannot bo expected that tho Maudo 
is going to bo kopt on tho route, at a loss 
to her ownors, meroly as a sort of stop- 
gap or auxiliary to a Government boat 
running in opposition to her. The choice 
is not, thoreforo, between two boats and 
one. In any contract that may be entered 
into witli tho Maude or any other steamer 
for tho performance of tho mail sorvico 
along tho east coast, wo regard it us of 
tho first importance that a maximum scale 
of rates to bo charged for freight and pas- 
Hago should be fixed so low as to attain 
thu grand object of the service — the deve- 
lopment of the resources along tho coast. 
It may bo contended that this is a matter 
which might well bo left in tho hands of 
the owners of whatever steamer may un- 
dertake the sorvico, — that they would take 
a commercial view of tho matter and on- 
ly charge such rates as would, while af- 
fording fair remuneration, conduce to the 
Augmentation of tho traffic. Whatever 
force there might bo in this theory as ap- 
plied to other countries and under differ- 
ent circumstances, it doos not moot tho 
prosont caso. Tho water system consti- 
tutes tho sole highway to the oast coast 
settlements, and it is questionable wheth- 
er the traffic will be such for sovera! years 
yot as to justify competition, especially 
as against a subsidised steamer. For 
nomotimo to come tho public, would, there- 
fore, bo practically at tho mercy, so to 
apeak, of whatever nteamor might obtain 
tne contract. While we would hesitate to 
presume that any advantage would lie ta- 
ken of tho eiroumstaneos adverted to, so 
as to prejudice the public interest, yet wo 
foel that the public havo a right to expect 
that their interests will be properly guard- 
ed against possible injury in any arrange- 
ment that may be entered into. The well- 
being of tho important and over increasing 
communities which dot the east coast of 
this Island depends so much upon tho 
possession of reliable, frequent, and ohoap 
moans of communication that we feel wo 
havo not given this subjoct greater promi- 
nence than it deserves at onr hands; and 
we sincerely trust that tho Local Govern- 



ment will givo full ellbct to the address 
passed by tho Lcgislaturo. At tho same 
time, theso remarks are equally intended 
for the Federal authorities, — more especi- 
ally for tho member for Vancouver Dis- 
trict, who has tho advantage of being a 
member of tho Dominion Cabinet. 




Terrible Casualty r 
io Action. 



The details of the calamity at Le Roy, 
Mower county, Minn., whereby Hon. J. 
T. Williams, a member of tho last Legis- 
lature of that State, lost his life, arc given 
by tho Austin Register in a very comploto 
maimer. His wife had given birth to a 
child the previous day, and Mrs. B. V. 
Lincoln was watching with her. At half- 
past one o'clock in tho morning Mrs. Lin- 
coln undertook to go down stairs with a 
lamp, but dropped tho lamp, and tho lie- 
gititer says: — Hearing her screams Mr. 
Williams jumped from his bed, went to 
the stairs, and discovered her wrapped in 
tho enibraco of tho flroj demon. Sho was 
at thin time about three stops up from tho 
bottom of tho stairs. Ho attempted to 
roscuo her; ho jumped down over her and 
tried to opon a door leading out into tho 
yard, but before he could accomplish it 
sho rolled against tho door. Mr. Wil- 
liams was almost naked, having ou but 
one undorgarmont, and was in tho midst 
of tho flames, literally burning up. He 
broke out a window, seized a pail, wont 
to tho pump and several timos poured 
water on tho bur.iing body. Evidently 
realizing tho utter usolessness of trying 
furthor to savo the woman, ho rushed 
through tho store to one of the front win- 
dows, broke through into tho street and 
called for help. 

Iu a few moments many brave-hearted 
citizens were on the ground ready to as- 
sists wherever their .services wero' noaded. 
Dry goods boxes were piled one upon 
tho other to tho windows of tho socond 
story. Mr. Williams, whoso face, hands, 
logs and feet, at this time wore fairly 
roasted, was tho first man upon tho boxes 
and into the window, for his wife and 
children. With tho aid of friends they 
wore all got out in safety. Mr. William's 
then grabbed his coat, which had in one 
of its pockets §737, and valuable papers, 
somo §300 being money-order funds, and 
tho balanco belonging to the town and 
school district treasuries, which ho was 
hold ing in trust until such time us the 
officers should call for it. Having got 
down from the boxes ho darted into tho 
Postoflice and seized a package of somo 
8200 worth of postage stnmps. 

All this had boon going on without the 
citizens being aware that ho was badly 
burned, or oven that Mrs. Lincoln had 
perished in tho flames! Ho walked into 
the drug store of F. W. Frisbie, sad down 
in a chair, and remarked to Mr. Frisbie, 
''Why, Mrs. Lincoln is burned up!" And 
in the next moment he said: "Frisbie, I 
am terribly burned; can't yox do some- 
thing for mo ?" At this Mr. Frisbie, 
resting a moment from tho excitement of 
the occasion, look up at him, and at .once 
discovered the truth of poor Mr. W.'s 
romark that he was terribly burned. Ho 
was assisted by Mr. F. to the rooms over 
filestore and placed ou a bed. He was 
so badly burned that when pumping wa- 
ter from the well to put on the fire, he 
actually left upon the frozen ice the bot- 
tom of his feet! — two pieces of tough skin, 
each the size and shape of his foot, and 
tho thickness of calfskin. 

Mr. Williams died in great ngony on 
Thursday morning and was buried on 
Sunday. Tho citizens of Lo Roy raised a 
purse of £500 for his afflicted wife.

SECOND SESSION. 

Friday, Jan. 10th, 1872. 
Tho Speaker took the Chair at 2:05 o'- 
clock. 

I 8 URITISH SETTLERS ON HAN JtTAN. 

Mr. Eobson offered tho following reso- 
lution: Whereas it appears that British 
subjects, residents on San Juan and ad- 
jacent Islands recently in dispute, have 
been notified by the Govecnor of Wash- 
ington Territory that their rights in the 
noil would cease on and aftor tho 6th of 
January instant,unlos.s they declared their 
intention to become citizens of the United 
States of America; and whereas a large 
number of such residents have declined 
to forswear their allegiance to the Crown, 
and naturally look to the British Govern- 
ment for that protection which they have 
a right to expect, lie it, therefore, Eosoiv- 
ed, That an humble address be presented 
to His Excellency the Lieut.-Govornor 
praying that ho will be pleasod to take 
immediate steps for having the matter 
brought under the notice of the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion. 

Mr. Mara seconded. 

The Standing Orders were suspendod 
to allow tho resolution to be passed. 

In moving the resolution Mr. Eobson 
said that the interests of British subjects 
on those Islands wore considerable, not less 
than §100,000. Many residents of Vic- 
toria also had interests there; and hoJ(Mr. 
Eobson) was surprised that no provision 
had been made in the Treaty for tho pro- 
tection of these rights. If an Indian po- 
tatoe-patch or fishing station were to be 
protected, no doubt British statesmen 
would have looked after their interests. 
He hoped that immediate action would 
bo taken in the matter, (hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos said that a week 
ago a communication was forwardod by the 
Government of this Province to the Gov- 
ernor-General at Ottawa, and he thought 
the resolution would strengthen the hands 
of both Governments. 

Mr. Holbrook warmly supported tho 
resolution and was glad the Government 
had offered no opposition to it, (hear.) 

The resolution was passed unanimous- 

ly. 

NEW MEMBER. 

Wm. Saul, Esq., member elect for Lil- 
looet, was introduced by hon. Mr. Walk- 
em and Mr. Humphreys and took his seat. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Mr. McCreight reported that the peti- 
tion of tho Esquimalt Eailway and the 
Victoria Water Company were regular. 

The rer)ort was received. 

WATER. 

Mr. McCreight moved for leave to in- 
troduce a bill to allow the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to introduce water 
into said city. Head a first time and 
referred.

Mr. Semlin— As "economy was tho or- 
der of tho day," asked if, with the assist- 
ance of a Copying Clerk, tho Clerk of tho 
House could not perform tho duty and 
thus save monoy. 

Tho Speakor ropliod that tho Clerk's 
time was already fully employed,

SETTLERS. 

Mr. Smith asked the following question:

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that tho Gov- 
ernment could not deal satisfactorily with 
tho question until after the 1st July, 1873. 

OODEN POINT. 

Mr. Duck asked for information re- 
specting Odgon Point lands. 

Hon. Mr. Beaton rejdied that tho lands 
had been transferred to tho Cemotery 
Board; that 18 acros had been sold; and 
that S5021 had been realized from such 
sales. 

NEW BILLS. 

On the motion of hon. Mr. Walkem the 
following bills wero introduced and 
read a first time: — Eoad Ordinance 
Extension Act, 1873. A Bill to make fur- 
ther provision touching the Election of 
Membors to the Legislative Assembly. A 
Bill to amend tho Courts Merger Ordin- 
ance, 1870. A Bill to amend the Munici- 
pality Act, 1872. A Bill respecting Asy- 
lums for tho Insane. 

GAME LAW. 

Mr. Smitho's bill to alter the time for 
killing gronso from the 10th August to 
1st September, was taken up for second 
reading. Ho said the killing of half- 
grown grouse was murder. There wore 
two kinds of grouse [laughter], one of 
which was in season much earlier than 
the other. 

The House went into Committee mi the 
Bill, Mr. Holbrook in tho Chair. The 
Committee passed tho Bill, which was 
reported complete and road a third time. 

The House adjourned till Monday next 
at 2 p.m. 

"Public Works Extension 
Act, 1873." 

Such is the short title of a very impor- 
tant measure introduced in the' Legisla- 
tive Assembly yesterday by Mr. Me- 
Croight. As tho Bill comprises upwards 
of eighty clausos, tho time and space now 
at our disposal are inadequate to do it 
Anything liko full justice. We shall at- 
tempt nothing more, therefore, than a 
mere glance at the main objects of the 
measure, It extends and defines the 
powers of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works;enables him to sue and 
bo sued vicariously; extends tin 1 power of 
the Government to take and use lands and 
materials for public purposes; and, best of 
all, makes it the duty of the Chief Com- 
missioner to have all public works put up 
to competition and done by contract, un- 
less in cases where the urgency or nature 
of the work forbids. The Bill' also makes 
provision for dyking, draining and irri- 
gating lands and dealing with the same. 
Indeed, this appears to be the chief object 
of themonsure, and if its author has been 
successful in overcoming the numerous 
difficulties surrounding the subject, he 
shall, indeed, deserve well at tho hands 
of the country. 

"Courts Merger Amendment 
Act." 



This Bill repeals section five of "The 
Courts Merger Ordinance, 1870. "and sub- 
stitutes tho following therefor:— 

"There shall be appointed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council suitable per- 
sons to be respectively Registrar and 
Deputy Registrar of tho Supreme Court 
of British Columbia, who sluijl bo 
paid such salaries as the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council shall from timo 
to time fix; but nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the said Court from ap- 
pointing District Registrars fur the said 
Court, for any places or districts In the 
Province from which the said Registrar 
or Depuly Registrar shall, for the time 
being, bo unavoidably absent, at such re- 
muneration as may bo appro\ed of by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council." 

The object of the Bill appears to be 
simply to leave tho Governor in Council 
free to regulate the remuneration of these 
officers, the clause repealed by it having 
fixed the salaries. 



From Bad to Worse.— The reporters 
are elephants to the hon. members of the 
Legislative ' Assembly. They have got 
them on their hands and don't know what 
to do with them. For fear of contamina- 
tion, we suppose, they first assigned to 
them tho coldest and darkest part of the 
House, and suspendod them— like Maho- 
met's coffin — 'twixt Heaven and Earth, be- 
hind the members, and where they could 
scarcely hear a word. Finding that there 
was no hope, with such poor facilities, of 
procuring correct reports, the hon. mem- 
bers demanded better accommodation for 
tho elephants. So, yesterday, the Chief 
Commissioner set his inventive faculties 
at work mid brought forth two desks on 
the floor of the House, still behind the 
members, and almost touching tho big 
stoves, and shut oil' from tho body of the 
House hya stout fence. The Reporters 
repaired to tho House at the usual hour 
yesterday, saw tho new desks and gleeful- 
ly took possession of thorn. But their 
gleo was shortlived. They were being 
slowly roasted, and the accoustics were 
worse than before, and thoy •'sat" in their 
own light. After a few seconds in the 
Earthly Purgatory, they abandoned it 
and tied back to their cold, dark gallery. 
Between tho two alternatives -being fro- 
zen or roasted— they have chosen the for- 
mer, [f the one is a good place for the 
production of ices, the other might bo 
turned to account between sessions as a 
collee and peanut roasting establishment.

Japan- 

From tho Japan Gazelle of December 
7th, wo take the following summary: 

Tho great event bora has been the re- 
ception of H. R. H. the Grand Duke 
Aloxis by the Mikado. The courtesies' 
which passed between the sovereign d.' 
Japan and the Russian Prineo wero of a 
most cordial nature, and tho first timo in 
the history of Japan the Mikado has actu- 
ally accepted and personally enjoyed the 
hospitality of a foreign Prince. Ou Mon- 
day, tho 25th ult., his Majesty camo by 
train to Yokohama early in tho morning; 
and having first gono on board his own 
admiral's Hag-ship, tho Eio-ju-kwan, ac- 
companied by the Grand Duke, the two 
together went to the Swotlana, tho Rus- 
sian admiral's ship, on which Prince Alex- 
is is first lieutenant. His Majesty par- 
took of refreshment on board; several 
prominent foreigners from tho shore hav- 
ing had the honor of an invitation by his 
permission— among whom wore tho Eng- 
lish, Italian, Spanish and American Minis- 
tors. His Majesty left tho ship and re- 
turned to Tokio. 

Tho Grand Duke in tho evening of the 
same day, attended a ball given in his 
honor by the residents at tho German 
Club. For so limited a community, it 
was a very well managed and spirited af- 
fair. 

Tho Russian Prineo left in the Swotla- 
na, accompanied by the Vitinz, on tho 
27th ult., lor Hazodate. 

Government has been making more 
changes. There havo hitherto been two 
departments— one of Religion and the 
other of Education. Tho first has been 
abolished, and its duties handed over to 
the latter. It is another of those remark- 
able steps in the direction of freedom of 
worship, which show so unmistakably the 
growing liberality of the heads of the na- 
tion . 

Tho export of rice seems to bo very 
large, sixtoen ships, of various tonnage, 
have been chartered in Hongkong to load 
at Hiyga alone. 

The sad nows was brought into Yoko- 
hama on Thursday last of tho death by 
drowning of M. le Vicomto Darn, the 
Fronoh Secretary of Legation in Japan. 
Ho had gone as fur as Odnwara by land, 
and having thoir taken a sailing boat to 
go the rest of the distance by sea, a squall 
upset the frail craft, and the Vicomto, his 
Japanese servant and the boatman were 
drowned. 

There is a talk among the Japanese of 
reducing the allowance niudo to the old 
Dalmios. 

New Zealand. 

Telegraphic advices wero received 
through the Java cable a few days ago, 
to the effect that Sir Geo. F. Bowen, our 
present Governor, was promoted to be 
Governor of Victoria, and would leave 
about March next. By this move the 
Governor's salary will be about doubled 
—the salary for Victoria being about £10- 
00O. Sir James Ferguson, from Sotitn 
Australia, will succeed Sir George Bowen 
in Now Zealand, 

A very destructive fire occurred at 
Auckland early on tho morning of 20th 
November, whoreby damage was done to 
tho extent of .£{$0,000. Tho following 
buildings wore effectually gutted: Pro- 
vincial Government Buildings, Custom 
House, Telegraph Ollieos, Postoflieo, 
three stores occupied by Z. W. Scherff, 
two by Mr. Buoholz. and ono storo lately 
vacated by tho Pacific Instirance Com- 
pany. On tho night of the 25th Novem- 
bor nine shops were destroyed by fire at 
Christohureh. 

Tho Maoris on the eatt coast have fallen 
back this month upon their old ouatom of 
exchanging goods for wives. 

A proposal to start a company to be 
called tho New Zealand Titanic Steel and 
Iron Company has been canvassed in 
Wellington. Tho prospectus states the 
amount of capital required to bo not less 
thap £60 000, which it is proposed to 
raise by means of 5,000 shares of £10 each. 

Numerous accidents, more or less seri- 
ous, occurred at the celebration in Auck- 
land of the Prince of Wales' birthday. 

A man named Brawn, residing ut Ouens- 
town, .while in thfi act of killing a sheep, 
put tho knife-handle" into his mouth, and 
the sheep jumped up and kicked the han- 
dle down his throat. The injury was 
fatal.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe 

^ Berlin. Jan. 4— Lieut. -General Von 
Kameicko will succeed Von Eo"i as Min- 
ister of War for Prussia. The latter will 
be made a Field Marshal. 

New York, Jan. 1— James L. Watson, 
a native of Savannah, Georgia, and Bouj. 
Crowdor, an Englishman, havo beon tried 
at Debrugin, Hungary, and tho former 
was sentenced to six month's imprison- 
ment for remarks not complimentary to 
the Emperor of Austria. Tho latter got 
three months for resisting arrest on the 
same occasion. 

Lomdon, Jan. 2 — Hundreds of agricul- 
tuia 1 laboiers out of employment hero are 
preparing to emigrate to Brazil, becauso 
the farmerstrofuso to pay the wages they 
demand. 

Robert Bowdes, the American banker, 
has beon committed for trial by tho Lord 
Mayor. 

ltt. Hon. E. Cardwell, Socretary for 
War, addressed a public meeting at Ox- 
ford last night. Ha snoko strongly in 
favor of the new Balloit L rw and Licen- 
sing Act, and expressed satisfaction with 
tho result of the Arbitration at Geneva. 
He also rejoiced that tho boundary dispute 
was settled, and that there no longer re- 
mained a cloud between England and 
tho TJ. S. Ho adverted to tho plan of 
localization in the army; advised a closer 
association of the army with the military, 
and declared in favor of short terms of en- 
listment. 

Further Particulars of the 
Recent Distinctive Storm 
in Great Britain. 

New York, Dec. 2D— London files give 
details of tho great storm that swept over 
the British Isles December 8th. In Lon- 
don troes wore uprooted in tho parks, 
conservatories and glass roofs wore 
smashed in, chimney-stacks came to the 
ground by the dozen, several houses wore 
unroofed, sidewalks were driven in, a 
large fuctory was leveled to the ground, 
and 40 storm patients were received dur- 
ing the night at various hospitals. 

At Chilton, near Bristol, the pinnaclo of 
Christ's Church fell and went right 
through tho roof. Precisely the same 
thing happened to churches at Yeoville, 
Cronkern, and at Taunton. Heavy piecos 
of architecture, such ns walls and towers, 
that had stood the storms of centuries, 
wore demolished. 

In Savernach Forest, Marlbrough, 90 
magnificent forest treenail close together, 
wero blown down. Buildings were un- 
roofed in many towns and vessels wero 
dashed by tho score against the coast. A 
stone wall at Richmond, a hundred feet 
long and nine feet high, was prostrated. 
Carriages in some placet were blown en- 
tirely over. 

Sovcral accidents occurred to gasome- 
ters, leaving whole districts in utter dark- 
ness. At Stake, on tho Trent, nn explo- 
sion occurred by which several persons 
lost their lives. Tho highest wind pros- 
sure ever previously known in England 
was rcpresontod by twelve, and eleven is 
reported on this occasion at Plymouth, 
Sicily and Ports Head. 

The Food Journal dx%vn attention to the 
wasteful system of peeling potatoes before 
cooking. In most cases thoy cook better 
in their "jackets." Tho skins are much 
more easily removed aftor cooking, and 
where the consumption is considerable 
the saving would bo worth regarding. 

The European market reports show de- 
ficiencies in tho wheat crop not only- in 
Groat Britain, but in Russia, Hungary, 
the Danubian Provinces, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, and Italy. Francois 
the only European country which has 
wheat to spare, and several countries are 
importing supplies which have hitherto ex- 
ported largely.
